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Raymond  E.  Cloutier  1925-1985 


Raymond  E.  Cloutier  was  a dedicated  husband,  father,  grandfather,  educator,  and  counselor.  During  his  lifetime  he 
gained  experience  in  numerous  occupations,  but  his  first  love  was  education.  He  worked  his  way  through  college  at- 
tending the  University  of  New  Hampshire  and  the  University  of  Illinois  where  he  earned  his  B.\  degree  majoring  in 
French  and  English  w ith  minors  in  Spanish,  science,  and  psychology  . He  became  jack  of  all  trades  and  master  of  many, 
from  machinist,  court  stenographer,  cook,  radio-tv  repairman,  summer  theater  manager,  caretaker,  substitute  teacher, 
high  school  teacher  of  French  and  English  to  college  teacher  of  psychology  . Ray  served  our  country  as  a member  of  the 
infantry  in  the  .Asiatic-Pacific  Theater  during  orld  ar  II. 

In  1955  Ray  became  a guidance  counselor  in  Portsmouth,  New  Hampshire,  and  worked  toward  his  masters  degree  in 
education  at  Boston  University.  .After  serving  as  guidance  director  in  Danbury  High  School,  he  became  Director  of  Pupil 
Personnel  in  Uitchfield.  Connecticut.  He  also  served  as  a consultant  and  as  head  of  the  language  department  in  addition 
to  his  other  duties.  In  1972  Ray  became  the  new  career  education  counselor  at  Enfield  High  School.  He  was  later  to 
serve  as  department  chairman  for  many  years. 

Ray  was  a counselor's  counselor  who  responded  with  advice  and  caring  were  you  to  ask  about  a college  or  how  to  han- 
dle a complex  situation.  Ray  was  at  ease  when  encouraging  a student  with  no  immediate  direction  as  well  as  the  articulate, 
well-educated  young  person  going  on  to  a competitive  school.  He  had  a wealth  and  depth  of  knowledge  gained  from  ex- 
perience, and  his  natural  thirst  for  learning  was  astounding.  He  had  a logical  and  inquisitive  mind.  Those  who  knew  Ray 
well  were  privileged  and  w ill  miss  his  subtle  sense  of  humor,  his  compassionate  caring  ways,  and  the  quiet  stability  of  his 
presence. 

Ray  was  a gentle,  dy  namic  man  who  kept  his  personal  troubles  to  himself,  while  helping  others  to  cope  with  their  prob- 
lems. He  was  religious  in  an  orthodox  yet  universal  way,  for  he  spoke  only  of  the  positive  side  of  life  and  always  shied 
away  from  the  glory  he  deserved. 

Ray  will  be  remembered  by  those  of  us  who  knew  him  as  a truly  gentle  man  — his  legacy  of  caring  and  giving  has 
helped  us  all.

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Edward  J.  Boland  1938-1985 


Edward  J.  Boland  was  taken  from  us  at  the  height  of  his  powers.  According  to  the  cliche,  there  are  no  indispensable 
people.  For  those  of  us  who  knew  and  loved  Eddie,  a crater  yawns  in  front  of  our  lives  which  seems  impossible  to  fill. 

Eddie  Boland  was  a scholar  and  natural  leader.  He  had  an  absolute  genius  for  friendship.  He  was  the  most  loving  man 
I’ve  ever  known.  Eddie  Boland  loved  to  laugh.  His  good  humor  attracted  people  like  a magnet.  He  loved  good  conversa- 
tion and  the  quick  retort.  His  humor  was  clean,  sharp,  and  frequently  a weapon  against  small-mindedness,  bigotry, 
hypocrisy,  or  cruelty.  He  loved  his  profession  and  waged  an  unceasing  battle  to  force  it  to  live  up  to  its  own  ideals. 

He  knew  ways  to  nuture  creativity  ...  to  promote  maximum  learning  ...  to  persevere  despite  a wall  of  obstacles  ...  to 
focus  effort  where  it  was  most  needed  ...  to  adapt  learning  to  shifting  circumstances  ...  to  avoid  the  flashy  bandwagons 
and  cling  to  successful  programs  and  to  support  teachers  and  students  to  work  more  efficiently  without  being  aware  of  his 
guidance  and  support. 

He  was  a human  dynamo  solving  all  the  problems,  soothing  all  the  egos,  mending  all  the  breaks,  dreaming  of  new  ways 
to  make  Enfield  a better  place  to  work,  to  learn,  and  to  live.  He  had  meetings  in  the  morning  before  most  people  were 
awake  and  continued  working  till  late  at  night.  We  marveled  at  his  endurance  and  accomplishments.  The  constant  ques- 
tion was  always,  “How  does  Eddie  do  it?” 

Eddie  Boland  celebrated  St.  Patrick’s  Day  for  most  of  March.  He  loved  his  Irish  heritage  and  was  a devoted  scholar  of 
heroes  and  poets,  martyrs  and  patriots.  He  loved  Irish  music  and  could  find  the  Celtic  station  on  any  radio.  With  his  fami- 
ly he  spent  a year  in  Ireland  absorbing  the  culture,  tracing  the  legends,  and  delighting  in  the  music  of  the  language. 

Yet  all  of  his  accomplishments  are  surpassed  by  his  over-whelming  love  of  his  fellowman.  He  knew  how  to  be  a friend. 
He  touched  thousands  of  lives  in  a positive  way.  He  was  real.  He  cared.  He  gave  of  himself  He  was  the  mighty  tree  on 
which  hundreds  of  saplings  leaned.  We  are  all  better  people  because  we  knew  Eddie  Boland.  He  stood  for  the  best  men 
can  be.  He  dreamed  then  worked  to  fulfill  the  dream. 

He  had  an  instinctive  feel  for  pain.  He  knew  who  needed  him  and  he  was  always  there.  He  visited  the  sick  and  dying, 
he  assuaged  the  wounded  pride.  In  countless  ways  he  cheered  us  up,  found  our  best,  and  overlooked  our  faults.  He  took 
care  of  us.  In  those  terrible,  dark  moments  when  everything  closes  in  he  would  say,  “Now  we  have  to  be  indomitable!” 

We  are  all  selfish.  To  have  a friend  like  Eddie  enriches  us,  and  we  want  it  to  last  forever.  We  were  blessed  to  have  him, 
and  now  it  is  time  to  be  indomitable.
